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CHAPTER 318. 

BREAKING ~TONE. 

S. F. 1311. 

AN ACT to amend the law as it appears in section flfty seven hundred seven (5707) at 
the supplement to the code, 1907, relating to the breaking at stone. 

Be it enacted by the Ge1te1'al Assembly of the State of Iou'a: 

SECTION 1. Work in stone quarries. That the law as it appears in section 
fifty-seven hundred seven (5707) of the supplement to the code, 1907, is hereby 
amended by striking therefrom the words "with hammers into pieces of not 
more than two and one-half inches in diameter. "

CHAPTER 319. 

DRAGGING OF PUBLIC HIGHWAYS. 

H. F. 528. 

AN ACT to amend the law as it appears in section (!n of chapter sevent.y (70), acts of 
the thirty·fourth (34) general as~embly, relating to the dragging of public roads. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. BaJ.a.nce in dragging fund may be transferred to general fund. 
That the law as it appears in section two (2), chapter seventy (70) of the 
acts of the thirty-fourth (34th) general assembly of Iowa be and the same is 
hereby amended by adding the following to section two (2): "if at the Feb­
ruary meeting a balance remains in the drag fund for the preceding year or 
years, the said balance may be transferred to the general road fund." 

SEC. 2. In effect. This act, being deemed of immediate importance, shall 
take effect and be in force from and after its publication in the Register and 
Leader and the Des Moines Capital, newspapers published at Des lIoines, Iowa.
